Building a Dam 


There was nothing spectacular about the 
building of that dam across one of 
Wicklow’s many brown streams, nor was 
the finished barrier much to look at.

Many of these mountain streams have 
been reduced to a mere trickle of water, 
but even a trickle can do wonders when 
stemmed, In this particular case, the 
pool grew deeper before one’s eyes, and 
the two old men registered unqualified 
approval of the results of their labours.

I see. that George Brockérton,’ of classes at 11 o'clock on Monday lectured in 


Coleraine, is reported 'to have saved the 


lives of* eighty-one soldiers who were 


entombed in the cellar of a house that had 


been wrecked during the bombardment at 
Dunkirk. The story comes from one of 
the rescued soldiers, who found George’s 
pocket book in a burned tunic which he 
left behind. 

Some men go wandering round the 
world to get colour for their lives, but 
Brockerton collected as much fun and 
adventure in Ireland as any normal man 
would find in the entire East—or West. 
He has been a motor cycle rider in the 
“wall of death,” a racing motorist, an 
A.A. scout, an R.A.C. guide, a policeman, 
a soldier, a road-house proprietor, a book- 
maker, and now he is a soldier again, with 
the artillery apparently. 

When the “A” Special Constabulary 
in the north went on strike against being 
demobilised Brockerton was a despatch 
rider for the strikers, using a Brooklands- 
tuned motor cycle of terrific speed. Later 
he rode a bi,; machine with a bag of straw 
as a ‘‘ tummy rest.” 

Part of his police work was done in the 
South during the troubles, but Brockerton 
was very popular when he visited Southern 
motor races in the peaceful times that 
followed. When he replied to speeches it 
was hard to believe that he was not 
“ putting on ” the Ulster accent, it was 
such gilt-edged North Antrim stuff! 


Swingspeare

“swing version ” of one of Shakespeare’s 
sonnets--‘‘Blow, Blow, Thou Winter 
Wind.” And he didit. With a “ Heigh- 
de-ho ” and all the rest of it they played 
and sang that piece till Shakespeare him- 
self would have disowned it. 

The voice chosen was one of those which 
usually sing “ blue “ songs, wailing and 
moaning about ‘‘ man’s ingratitude.’’ Such 
a performance would bring to most minds 
a picture of the earth cracking above the 
writhing bones of the poet, but I would 
not be very much surprised if old 
Shakespeare would not have enjoyed such 
a joke against himself.

Religion in Science and Civilisation, By Sir 
Richard Gregory, Bart., F.R.S. London:

[3s is a book which touches on many 
subjects—scientific, historical, anthro- 
pologicai and religious. It is a book of 
reflections, written by one in the evening 
of his life who, as editor of Nature for 
some forty-five years, has had an oppor- 
tunity to review the problems which the 
inter-relation of these subjects inevitably 
arouse. His attitude is summarised by 
himself when he considers the old feud 
which used to rage between the laboratory 
and the pulpit. ‘‘The mistake has been, 
and is,” he writes, ‘‘to make the conflict 
one between Christianity and science, 
instead of being obscurantism and en- 
lightenment.’’ In fact, so much passes 
for religion which is not true religion, 


just as much passes for science which is 
not sound learning. 
Those who have read ‘‘The Fate of 


Homo Sapiens’’ will see Wellsian traces 
in the field which Sir Richard covers, and 
will be interested to know that they corre- 
sponded on many of the topics which 
claimed the attention of both; but they 
will soon find that Sir Richard does not 
drive home any special message in the 
vigorous and purposeful manner of Mr.

i is long since we had the good fortune

rst-rate entertainment and such a mass 
of information. The subject—popularly 
called superstition—branches out into a 
summary of the customs established bv 
specific beliefs. Miss Hole was confronted 
with a vast body of material. There were 
works on the folklore of individual 
counties: monumental theoretical exposi- 
tions, the legends of Celtic origin, the 
oral tradition of rural districts. From 
this welter emerges a most engaging 
volume, painstaking in arrangement, but 
in no sense pedantic. 
Separate sections deal with the World of 
Every Day—birth, childhood, courtship, 
marriage, death and burial. Under this 
heading may he grouped ‘‘objects’’ or 
mascots, like the Luck of Edenhall—a 


| goblet of Damascene, or some say faery. 


origin. 

Then comes the World of Nature, in- 
cluding the legacy of Druidical customs. 
Last, but most enthralling, is the World of 
Magic: witches, giants, heroes, fairies and 
ghosts. : 


Conflicting Customs 


Some of these notions and the resultant 
customs have not crossed the Channel. 
But most Irish people are familiar with 
the idea that it is unlucky to bring 
hawthorn into the house. In Somerset 
this is supposed to cause the death of a 
mother within a year. Post hoc ergo 
propter hoc. It is instructive to note that 
in the North of England a hawthorn 
“ball” or round wreath brought into 
the house is lucky! 

One parallel with our own usage’ is 
found in the wren’s procession on St. 
Stephen’s Day, although Miss Hole does 
not give the English wren-boys’ song. 
(Quidnunc has quoted local versions, and 


particularly spirited, every district 
supplying its own variation of the generic 
lyric. ) Of the English tradition concern- 
ing holy wells there is no space to speak 
here. 

The days are over when hysterical 
subjects could be accused of witchcraft 
and tortured or terrified into confession. 
But the belief in ill-wishing persists. In

the vicar’s wife for protection, and 

““in the same year black and white 
magic were solemnly discussed in 
court before Mr, Justice Swift during 
a libel action brought by Aleister 
Crowley. The plaintiff said there 
were two forms of magic, one evil, the 
other good, and he had founded a 
community in Sicily for the purpose 
of studying the latter.”

Such ideas can damage only the 
irreligious, the weak, or the credulous, of 
which there will be some in every com- 
munity for as long as the human mind 
holds a hinterland of fear. But there is 
a brighter side to the picture. Never 
having met an English ‘‘witch,’’ we 
remember a charming Irish ‘‘ witch- 
doctor.’’ She came to the clergyman’s 
wife—a “great gardener’’—to know 
where in the Knockmealdown district she 
could find a rare species of vervain. 

As for beneficient superstitions, it is 
good to know that a girl in summer 
weather, hearing the cuckoo and count- 
ing his notes, may spell out the name of 
her future husband. This is a delightful 
compendium of information, for which we 
are indebted to Miss Hole and Messrs.

school for medicine, though it” developed 
later into Leeds University. Berkeley 
resolved to win the London M.B., and set 
his eyes also upon the F-R.C.S.—‘‘ the 
Leeds, of his day looked on this as high 
ambition.’”’

He became ‘the great protagonist of 
‘gentle surgery ’’’; for.he revolted against 
the notion, then curtent, that the quicker 
the operation the likelier it was to 
succeed—days when surgeons worked with 
'“one eye on the clock and the other on 
the wound,” and competed in rapid execu- 
tion. Sheer merit was his talisman. In 
1909 he was Professor of Surgery in Leeds 
University, in 1912 sat on the Council 
of the Royal College of Surgeons. He won 
his fame and his fortune thus, in a pro- 
vincial city, and, saving Lord Roberts, he 
had no friends among the mighty. 

The second half oí the life-story begins 
with the period of the last war. Moynihan, 
the first civilian of his family, rejoiced 
when he was able to don uniform and 
rank as a soldier. He did notable service 
in medical organisation, and received high 
honours in reward. The years that 
followed were rich in friendships and 
happy days in Carr Manor, the splendid 
seat near Leeds that the famous surgeon 
had bought, there hoping to perpetuate 
the family, to which a grandson was born 
before he died 

There is much homely, and even trivial, 
matter in the account of the man at home, 
yet the picture of old-fashioned, deeply 
affectionate domesticity is good to come 
upon. A funeral in Westminster Abbey 
was proposed: the family preferred that 
Leeds. dust should rest in Leeds.

D. H. Lawrence and Susan His Cow, By 
William York Tindall. London: Humphrey 
ee for the Oxford University Press. 18/6 
net. . 

R. TINDALL, who wrote this book, 
is a member of the Phi Beta Kappa 
(whatever that may be), and, while study- 
ing at Columbia, held the Proudfit and 
Cutting Fellowships—no less. A critic 
tells us that ‘‘Mr. Tindall writes in his 
own way quite as well as Bunyan and 
Macaulay did in theirs ’’—but then, let us 
add, the English authors lacked the 
American’s proficiency in tongues, and 
could not cite, like him, such expressions 
as “ absolutely nuts.’’ We conjecture that 
Dr. Tindall is writing Iroquois or 
Cherokee, where Macaulay would write 
Greek, when he gives someone’s opinion 
of Lawrence as “ absolutely nuts,”’ and we 
cannot do better than borrow this obscure 
phrase in describing the book itself. 


Faiths and Fancies 


D. H. Lawrence, poor fellow, was the 
son of a drunken miner, and was reared 
in uttermost ugliness. He had fits of the 
revivalist religion with which miners react 
from the drabness of their environment. 
By and by, after squalid adventures, he 
married a, baron’s daughter, and began to 
consort with social notabilities; but he 
never became happy. Ungoverned emotion 
raged in an inferior body—he grew a 
beard to hide as much as possible of his 
face—and he sought satisfaction now in 
theosophical fancy, now in brute sensualism. 
At one time he regarded himself as a 
religious leader, but Dr. Tindall tells us 
that it ended in his vomiting on the table 
(if we may allude to such disgusting 
subject-matter) when his disciples would 
not play the game to his liking. 

As to Lawrence's ideal, it was mindless- 
ness. He wished to destroy the intellect 
and to follow a purely sensational life; so 
he tells his readers in passages which Dr. 
Tindall quotes. Hence his admiration for 
a cow. He also wrote novels. 

Whether such an uncontrolled, sad and 
foolish career deserved a book about it, let 
others judge. Dr. Tindall’s book seems to 
us appropriate to the subject-matter in 
style and tediousness. 


Rudyard Kipling 


A Creed in Eclipse

Rudyard Kipling. By Edward Shanks.

[7 is evidence of the vagaries of public 
opinion that the distinguished essayist, 
who here directs our attention to the 
literature and political ideals of one 
whose reputation was at a time unequalled 
in the English-speaking world, should find 
himself continually on the defensive. We 
regret not merely the fact of, but the 
necessity for, such a defensive attitude. 
It seems to us that it will date this 
valuable and provocative essay for all 
time. 

During the latter part of his life 
Kipling’s reputation was in eclipse, and 
it has not yet emerged from the shadows. 
That it will emerge we are convinced. 
Much that was in his work was of 
ephemeral interest, but he also touched 
the most secret chords of human, and 
more especially of British, feeling. . His 
verse was popular, but that in itself is 
no condemnation. He was a poet of the

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people, of the soldier, of the humble set 
to do great things, and to them he must 
always appeal. He was a conservative, 
but no supporter of vested interests. His 
conservatism was embodied in the rule of 
law and the championship of individual 
freedom; it was revolted. by political 
chicanery and the moral quibblings of 
the individual politician. He accepted 
the theory of the “ white man’s burden,”’ 
but correlated it very definitely with the 
principle of trusteeship. He was as hard 
on the Indian civil servant who acted un- 
ethically as on any other man or class 
whatsoever... He set a. high standard for 
the ruling race, and those who criticise 
his theory do so 


standard niattamabilé. 


British Traditions i 
Tho, feelings that he expressed in many 
of his poems, and in. some of his short 
stories, aré'the ihstinctivé feelings of every 
Briton: his love of freedom, his unquench- 
able opposition to tyranny, whether at 
home or coming from abroad. This is no 
longer a popular creed in certain intel- 
lectual and aristocratic circles, but it is 
still the creed of the British middle class.

Chaos in Asia. By Hallett Abend. London; 
The Bodley Head. 10/6 net. 


'TEIRTY millions of people in China 
are homeless, but .events nearer to us 
have long since taken our attention from 
aggression in the Far East. Yet, if Japan 
won over the co-operation of the Chinese 
people and pursued the ideal of ‘‘ Asia for 
the Asiatics,’’ there might come a time 
when the Asiatics would crowd out of 
Asia, and British and French, equally 
with Germans and Russians, would regret 
that they fought over unreal race distinc- 
tions instead of drawing together against 
the peril of a colour war. That thought 
is incidental to the purpose of Mr. Abend’s 
book, but it was his book that stimulated 


it. 

He tells, not of battles, but of the 
relentless tightening of Japan’s grip on 
China, economically as well as militarily, 
The economic war in the Far East makes 
the polite affair that we called ‘‘ economic 
war ' look like a game of ‘‘ Kiss in the 
Ring.” Or, if ours really was an economic 
war, then what is happening in China 
is large-scale fraud, larceny, highway 
robbery and the passing @ worthless 
notes—a very great deal of the last. 

Japanese trade is being forced on the 
Chinese. ‘‘ Regardless of whose toes may 
be trodden upon by Japan, and regardless 
of the opinion one must hold concerning 
Japanese ethics and methods, it must be 
conceded,”’ says Mr. Abend, “' that Japan 
is playing a daring and a very shrewd 
game . Japan envisions herself as 
master of China’s colossal cheap labour 
supply, and as the leading exploiter of 
China’s natural resources. With these 
assets, and with anything resembling 
genuine freedom of trade and commerce, 
Japan could probably become the richest 
nation in the world within two decades.’* 


America’s Problem 


He says Japan cannot win. She lacks 
the political genius necessary for the 
successful consolidation of the position her 


armed strength can win for her. The 
Chinese will hate her just as the 
Formosians and the Koreans and the 


Manchukuo Chinese hate her. No matter 
who wins, however, the days of special 
privileges, of concessions, of settlements, 
of extra-territoriality are finished. 

e Americans will feel profoundly the 


effects of the ultimate outcome of 
this great war. President Roosevelt's 
‘‘ rendezvous with destiny’’ for the 


generation of his countrymen well may be 
in the Pacific. 7

HIS book is a collection of addresses 
delivered on various occasions during 
the jast year by the Archbishop of York, 
and those who are familiar with the 
writer's power of clear and fair interpreta- 
tion of the moral problems connected with 
war will be glad to read what they may 
have already heard on the radio. The 
thoughts are primarily religious, and the 
tone of the book devotional, and herein 
lies its strength. The treatment of the 
Christian non-pacifist case is especially 
useful in the midst of many publications 
and utterances which have been 
characterised by muddled thinking and 
obscure expression. 

Perhaps the most importayt chapters 
for the present time are those written on 
‘* Prayer in War Time,” in which the 
Archbishop deals with the problems of 
praying for victory, and the dilemma in 
which Christians find themselves when 
forced to pray against each other. Other 
essays on the Divine judgment, the balance 
between love and justice, and the corporate 
responsibility for the war, are included in 
this most stimulating volume.

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Paris 


Paris has fallen, that beautiful city, the 
envy of the whole world. Two thousand 
years ago the commanders of the Greek 
ships at Salamis were asked to say who 
was the bravest commander in the battle. 
Every one of them submitted his own 
name as that of the bravest, but. the name 
of Themistocles as second. So it is’ with 
Paris. To every man upon earth his own 
capital is the most deeply loved ; but Paris 
comes next in most men’s affections. We 
cannot but feel that the French Govern- 
ment acted with wisdom when it declined 
to defend the capital, declared it an 
“open city,” and withdrew to the south. 
It suffered a terriblo defeat ; for the moral 
effect of the occupation of Paris cannot 
fail to be terrible, inasmuch as no nation 
reveres its capital city as France reveres 
Paris; yet we think that the Government 
did the right thing. Paris is, like Rome, 
a possession for always. Perhaps, the 
French could have held it, but the lovely 
city would have suffered such appalling 
damage that its defence would not have 
been worth while. The sense of tradition 
is strony in us Irish, and we may well 
believe that a city which has preserved its 
independence, its character and its pride 
for so many hundreds of years will pre- 
serve them for hyndreds of years yet, even 
against the fact of occupation by a foreign 
foe. Paris is something more than a seat 
of government. It has been bereft of its 
Government more than once; its people 
more than once have been forced to flea; 
but it has risen again, proud and un- 
changed, the queen again of cities, the 
perennial flos civitatum. We do not wonder 
that Herr Hitler has ordered the flags to 
fly over Germany in commemoration of 
this latest victory. - In truth, it is a 
conquest of which to boast. Yet we think 
enough of the German race to believe that, 
while they enter Paris in the pride of 
arrogant invaders, they enter it also 
with ‘some emotion of reverence. The 
Germans have princely cities of their own, 
cities with a tradition of centuries, cities 
whose beauty and history the most 
barbarian nation must revere. Such péopie 
cannot enter Paris without awe and with- 
out a feeling that the presence of invading 
troops in such a city is a tragic thing. 
We may hope that the men of Nurnberg 
and Dresden, of Munich and Weimar, will 
respect the loveliness and the tradition of 
a city which, in both respects, surpasses 
evén their own. Who knows how this war 
will end?—yet Paris must be. kept 
inviolate. . 

The fall of Paris is a severe blow to the 
Allied cause, Lu’ not a mortal blow. Far 
more dangerous, by all accounts, is the 
new German thrust by Rheims and 
Chalons-sur-Marne to the south-east in 
an effort to separate the Maginot Line 
from the bulk of the French army which 
has withdrawn to the south of Paris. If 
the Germans succeed in this attempt, 
France will be in a parlous plight; and, 
at the present rate of going, another two 
or three weeks will decide. Once again 
France has become the world’s battlefield. 
It is announced that a new British 
Expeditionary Force is pouring into the 
harbours which remain in Allied hands; 
and it is not impossible—however im- 
probable—that Italian divisions will cross 
the border between France and Italy in an 
attempt to join forces with the German 
troops advancing southwards. It is, 
indeed, a dark hour for the democratic 
Allies ;;| but France can console herself 
with the thought that she has ‘endured. 
invasion many times in her long history, 
and that, even against more formidable 
odds than those which confront her at 
present, she has risen victorious. The 
thought of invasion, indeed, must be more 
terrible to Great Britain than. to France; 
for Great Britain has had no experience 
of it. Yet the danger cannot be far from 
her thoughts. Germany occupies the entire 
north-eastern corner of France, including 
the Channel ports that face over against 
England ; and, for the first time in nearly 
a century and a quarter, a foreign foe is 
in a position to hurl itself against the 
fields of Kent. The people of England 
are at their best in adversity, and that 
country’s spirit certainly is firmer than it

Youth on the Land 


The harvest has come in England, and 
the reapers are not so few after all, as 
was expected some months ago. Hundreds 
of university students have registered for 
work on farms during the vacation. Many, 
who already have taken their examina- 
tions, are now in the hay-fields.. School- 
boys, spending their afternoons on the 
farms, are swelling the new army of 
workers, and by the end of this month, 
when the holidays begin, thousands of 
boys will leave the schools, towns and cities 
to take up similar work for the summer. 
We learn, too, that Land Clubs have been 
set up in many places, and that great 
numbers of town-dwellers are “ signing 
on ” and will give up their leisure to help 
in the production of food. Little has been 
heard lately of the Women’s Land Army, 
but they also are already at work, driving 
tractors, doing the lighter work about the 
farms, and undertaking many duties that 
otherwise would be a drain on the valuable 
man-power. There was. -evidence. some 
months ago of an almost alarming shortage 
of labour, and, while a. considerable 
shortage still exists; the public response 
to the appeai for volunteers is rallying 


all-important harvest. 
boys’ land army, about which there was 
so much enthusiastic talk in England for 


official approval; but the result has been 
achieved by other means. Volunteers, have 
come forward in such numbers from the 
schools and universities that conscription 
of the ‘‘ under eighteens’’ has not been 
necessary afterall. The educationalists were 
its strongest opponents, but, by urging 
pupils to volunteer for work during the 
holidays, they have produced the same 
effect and, at the same time, have avoided 
the dangerous interruption of school 
classes which, under the conscription idea, 
seemed inevitable. Most of the public 
schools are sending between ninety and a 
hundred per cent. of their senior pupils 
to spend the summer holidays as harvesters 
in different parts of the country, and, in 
addition, are providing labour by making 
the boys available on several afternoons 
every week during term to assist farmers 
in the neighbourhood of the schools. The 
educationalists may huve defeated the pro- 
posal for a conscripted Land Army, but 
they have done their utmost to make the 
volunteer scheme a full success. Extensive 
agricultural classes have been included in 
the curriculum of most of the public 
schools, so that when the boys do appear 
on the Jand they will come with a certain 
amount of knowledge and experience of 
the work before them. Even a month ago 
the labour shortage in English agriculture: 
was a very serious problem, but, though 
potential reapers were very few then, they 
have come forward since, almost like an 
army, from every quarter of civilian life, 


Air Raid Shelters 


Even though he is quite convinced that 
there never can be an outbreak of fire in 
his home, the wise man takes out a fire 
insurance policy. In the same way, 
although there never may be an air raid 
on this country, it must be admitted that 
the possibility exists, and it is just plain 
common-sense to take precautions for the 
protection of life and property. The big re- 
cruiting drive for the Army and the Local 
Security Corps has overshadowed A.R.P. 
work for the moment, but it is going 
ahead rapidly, nevertheless, and a census 
is being taken of the residents in the 
different areas into which the city has 
been divided with a view to taking 
effective measures for their security. In 
many cases the A.R.P. wardens, who are 
compiling these lists, have been asked by 
householders if air-raid shelters are to be 
provided for every residence, or even for 
groups of streets. The answer is in the 
negative. So far as possible communal 
air-raid shelters are being provided in the 
centre of the city and in congested areas 
in the tenement zone, but for many 
reason; it has been deemed impossible to 
extend the scheme to the outlying districts. 
Some months ago the Government dis- 
tributed free from door to door an ex- 
cellent: little pamphlet which described 
clearly the simple and inexpensive pro- 
cedure. by which a gas-proof room could 
be established in every home, It is doubt- 
ful if many of those pamphlets could be 
traced to-day, and still more doubtful if 
any recollection of their contents lingers 
in the memory of the majority of the 
citizens. We understand that it is pro- 
posed to arrange public lectures in the 
different areas, at which the residents will 
receive fresh instructions in methods of 
protection from gas, and will be at liberty 
to ask questions on any points which 
puzzle them, Such lectures would help 
to rouse people to a realisation of the 
seriousness of the situation as described 
by Mr. de Valera and his Ministers, and 
should be inaugurated as soon as possible. 
At the same time it should be made clear 
to the population that they must not 


Protection from gas is comparatively easy, 
and, in the case of the ‘‘choking’’ and 
““ blister ” gases, as they are sometimes 
called, it will be found—certainly in 
Dublin—that the decontamination and 
first-aid squads are admijrably placed for 
giving immediate help. It is imperative. 
however, that every citizen should know 
how to tackle an incendiary bomb, which, 
given presence of mind and the necessary 


few minutes. The most serious danger would 
come from heavy high explosive bombs. 
As these can penetrate more than twelve 
feet into a concrete roadway, an air-raid 
shelter to resist them would have to be 
‘something like the Maginot Line, but our 
Rescue and Demolition Service, aided by 
the Auxiliary Wire Service, can be relied 
upon to deal with their effects in a 
thoroughly efficient manner. It should be 
made plain to everybody that home is the 
safest air-raid shelter possible under tho 
circumstances—provided that a few 
elementary precautions have been taken.

People in 
England to-day, therefore, have to behave 
carefully. There was the case of the 
curious waiter who asked questions of an 
aircraft mechanic and to-day is spending 
a month in prison to cure him of his 
habit of asking questions. There was 
another unfortunate fellow who took a 
walk by the seashore on a moonlight night 
recently, and had quite a job afterwards 
to explain to the Court just why he'should 
have been abroad at that time of night. 
The choicest story of all the misunder- 
standings, however, comes from Man- 
chester, where a man, seen to be writing 
shorthand in a tramcar, had to. produce 
the most unimpeachable references before 
the police would believe that he was not 
really a “ Fifth Columnist’’ disguised as 
a respectable business man. It is a little 
habit of his, apparently, to jot down 
memoranda in shorthahd, but the lady 
behind him saw nothing so innocent as 
shorthand. Whatever the hieroglyphics 
represented, it was something highly 
suspicious, and before the poor man knew 
what had happened to him a _ large 
constable had the notebook in his pocket 
and was leading the way to the nearest 
police station. Most women, we should 
have thought, would have reserved the 
story, to be related across the garden fence 
to. the lady next door, but not so in the 
England of 1940!

PARIS IN CAPTIVITY

Paris has opened her gates to the invader, 
says The Times, in a leading article to-day. 
Paris to-day can endure her captivity in 
hope, for, whereas then (in 1871) the fall of 
the city meant final disaster, the field army 
having already been destroyed, the French 
armies now are still undefeated. German 
propaganda has announced that French 
resistance has collapsed from the Maginot 
Line to the sea. . There is no reason to 
believe that anything of the kind has hap- 
pened. The Allied forces retired before 
weight of numbers and metal, fighting every 
yard of the way until the outskirts of Paris 
were reached. The line was still unbroken, 
and it is clear that the capital might have 
been defended. . . . General Weygand has 
decided that there was no. strategical object 
to be achieved which would be commensurate 
to the devastation involved. He has, there- 
fore, broken off the action and withdrawn his 
forces to a zone behind the city, Where he 
will be able to make his nest 
longed stand it is too early to 
say. Grimly uncertain as is the 
strategic outlook, it ogg the heart 
to contemplate the dauntless spirit of the 
French Government and people in this fiery 
tempest of misfortune. . . There is nothing to 
suggest that France, which has done so 
much, claims now to hand on the torch to 
others. On the contrary, her resolution to 
endure is only enhanced by the fearful blows 
that she has suffered. : 

However great the loss of French territory 
and of French and British lives in defending 
it, adds Z'he T'imes, the reserves in this 
island will remain great, and those of the 
Empire and the American continent im- 
exhasutible. The worst consequence of the 
land fighting in France would be to bring 
us back to the position we once occupied a 
century ago, when Napoleon commanded all 
the European shores opposite to our own 
and laid his plans for invasion. We were 
not daunted then, and there is certainly no 
need to be more apprehensive now. The sea 
power wielded by the Allied navies today 
is no less absolute than that which Nelson 
confirmed at Trafalgar. This superiority of 

tential strength, needing. only time to 
ring it to bear, is something we never 
enjoyed in the Napoleonic wars. Based, as 
then, upon the unchallengeable security of 
maritime power, the ultimate strategic initia- 
tive must belong to us and our Allies, Even 
a successful invasion of England—an enter- 
prise of prodigious difficulty—would not 
deprive us of it; for it can still be exerted 
from ports in all the oceans.

War Damage to Railways 


The question of losses resulting from war 
damage has been discussed by the British 
main line railway companies, and it has 
been agreed in principle that al! losses 
are to be pooled. Under the agreement 
with the railway companies the Govern. 
ment undertook to be responsible for the 
cost of repairing war damage up to a 
maximum of £10,000,000 in any ful! vear 
and pro ria for part of a year, the 
amount to be aharged to revenue when the 
damage occurs. This meant that war 
damage up to a maximum of £10.000,00 
in any one year could be charged to the 
pool, consisting of the main line railways 
and the London Passenger ‘Transport 
Board, and it was left to the railwar 
companies to decide whether damage in 
excess of that sum should be borne by the 
railways affected or should be pooled. The 
decision now reached is that the excess 
damage is to be shouldered collectively. 


Church Bells as Signals 


The decision that church bells are not 
to be rung, except by order of the military 
authorities, recalls the fact that they wer 
introduced in Britain 1,200 vears ago. and 
from the earliest days were used to 
summon soldiers to arms, to give warning 
of fires and other emergencies, as well as 
to call the people to worship. The curfew 
was first enforced bv the last person to 
invade England, William the (Conqueror, 
and jt still survives in a number of olf 
cities. Sandwich, for instance, has had 
a curfew bell rung there night and morning 
ever since that time. The new order means 
that the Bow Bells chimes, used as an 
interval signal by the B.B.C. for the past 
six years, will have to go. It is probable 
that the chimes will be replaced by ie 
old-time signal of a pendulum swinging 
in a box stwfied with layers of cotton 
wool. 


Salvage Exhibition 


An exhibition has been arranged in 
Westminster in connection with the City 
Council’s salvage section, and it is to be 
open daily. No fewer than seven million 
"bus tickets are issued every day in 
London, and fewer than 220,900 of thei 
are saved. The exhibition display shows 
what becomes of the remaining 6,800,000, 
emphasising that they would be a valuable 
contribution to the war-time drive tor 
saving waste paper. Westminster is put: 
suing the salvage campaign ‘with cnersy. 
Its waste paper collection is an example 
to other places. In November the Council 
obtained 20 tons a month, and in May last 


the: amount was 227 tons, 400 tons a 
month being the objective. i 
Putting Waste to Use

displays. They show the type of waste 
and the products into which articles can 
be resolved. Bones, for example, can ba 
converted into glue, fertilisers, animal 
foods and other things, while there ar 
many uses for old cardboard boxes and 
containers. Tables carrying old brass, 
copper, lead, aluminium, milk-bottle caps. 
and other metals reveal the result of the 
salvage in a number of new forms. An 
interesting exhibit is a pile of household 
cinders with a heap of screened dust. The 
dust is used for burnishing processes 
while the remains of the cinders are use! 
to make fire briquettes. The salvaze ó:

“To the women of France—of heroic 
and glorious France, which is defending 
at this moment not only her own soil, but 
the liberty of the whole world—I wish to 
express to-night the feeling of affection 
and admiration which their suffering and 
courage awakes in our hearts. We pay 
tribute to the leaders and the soldiers of 
the French Army, who are fighting with 
an energy and a tenacity which have 
never been equalled in history. But we 
are thinking also of the French women, 
who are following with heartfelt suspense 
the course of this immense battle, in which 
their sons, their husbands and their 
brothers are engaged.

feel it. Ever-present in my thoughts are 
those beautiful summer days when, not 
quite two years ago, Paris adorned herself 
with all her charms to receive the King 
and Queen of England.

ITH her guns firing to the end,

H.M.S. Scotstoun, 17,046-ton armed 
merchant cruiser, has been sunk by a 
U-boat. 


All but six of those aboard her-—two 
officere and four ratings are feared lost— 
were saved, and landed at a British port 
yesterday. 

Survivors believed that the gun crews 
managed to sink the German submarine, 

Formerly the Anchor liner Caledonia, the 
Scotstoun had a complement of 490. 

The news of the loss of the vessel was 
given in an official British Admiralty com- 
munique. 

The Scotstoun is the third British armed 
merchant cruiser to be lost. 

The others were the Carinthia, a 20,000-ton 
Cunarder, which was torpedoed by a U-boat 
earlier this month with the loss of two ofi:cers 
and two ratings, and the Rawalpindi, which 
went down last December with colours flying 
and guns blazing in a one-sided fight with 
the Doone nocket, battleship Deutschland. 


GUNNERS WAIST-DEEP 
IN WATER 


The Scotstoun went down with her guns 
still firing and the gunners up to their waists 
in the water. 
many partially dressed or still wearing their 
night clothes, were ianded at a British port 
yesterday. Following the explosion, the crew 
were able to get on deck, which meant the 
saving of many lives. 

Au SOS was at once put out, but the 
explosion carried away the wireless gear. One 
seaman from Portsmouth was thrown bodily 
into an alley-way by concussion, and his 
clothes torn off, He then made his way 
naked to the deck, 

As the Scotstoun began to sink by the 
stern, her gun crews stuck to their posts. 
From 250 yards only the periscope of the 
U-boat could be seen. Those feeding one of 
the guns had to hold the shells above their 
heads to prevent them being affected by 
water as the Scotstoun went down.

NAVAL, MILITARY AND

HILE the battle in France—and, in- 


deed, the war situation generally—

THE SPEEDIEST FORM 


The speediest form that could be taken by 
American assistance—and a most valuable 
one it would be—is the immediate despatch 
of such air personnel as were not needed for 
urposes of training and expansion at home. 
his would mean a very substantial addition 
to the aerial strength of the Allies—a re- 
infocemenit of. very high class, both as 
regards. Yeaterial and pilots. It would cer- 
tainly suffice to ensure local air superiority 
in certain ‘zones ‘right from the start. It 
seems probable that, in the existing weather 
conditions, this assistance could be almost 
immediate. There does not appear to be any 
reason why carriers could not meet the 
machines in mid-Atlantic, refuel and over- 
haul, and s on with relief pilots, their 
own pilots resting until the following relay. 


NAVAL FACTOR 


The second contribution that could be made 
by America—a matter of a week upwards, 
this one—is the acquisition of their Navy. 
As the United States fleet is of approxim- 
ately the same strength as the British, it is 
clear that its advent would entirely neutralise 
the value to Germany of the Italian fleet. 
And the Italian fleet was by far the most 
weighty. contribution made by Mussolini to 
thé common ‘stock. Strategically and tac- 
tically the American Navy would at once 
Practically every 


fit into the required role. 

American Admiral on the Active List 
at the present time served in Euro- 
pean waters during the last year 
of the last war—a very considerable 


number at Cove and Berehaven. In this 
connection, it is to be noted that, during the 
present struggle, the Allies, despite their con- 
tinued reverses on land—have_ invariably 
shown a corresponding agg: sr ? at sea. 
The assurance of American reinforcements 
would enable them to turn this superiority 
to offensive use. 
Another, and somewhat less obvious, mari- 
time gain would be free use of American ton- 
nage, at present precluded from operating 
in European ‘waters. Unhampered employ- 
ment of American ships would be useful in 
many ways. For example, a great speed-up 
in oil deliveries would be secured if the very 
great tanker-tonnage owned in the United 
States of America could be made available 
for Allied use. 


MILITARY AID 


So much for aerial and naval assistance; 
but, just at the moment, it is military aid— 
in the narrow sense of troops fighting on land 
—that are mainly required in France. And 
it is precisely this class of goods that 
America would find it most difficult to 
uarantee delivery of to schedule, so to speak. 
he United States. Army in peace-time 1s 
numerically small, widely. dispersed, and 
equipped rather for frontier service than for 
big-scale European war. Afi the same time, 
the complete machinery exists for rapid 
expansion and equipment on the largest scale. 
“Rapid ” in this context is, of course, a 
relative term. It means several months, at 
the very least. What we are concerned with 
just now is what could be done this summer 
without prejudicing subsequent development? 
One possible body that could, probably, be 
speedily got ready is the Marine Corps, of a 
strength of some 1,200 officers and 17/,000 
non-commissioned officers and ,men. While 
not exactly a large unit as such, this force 
is of exceptionally high quality. It could 
certainly, once concentrated and run in, be 
rated as at least equivalent. to a good infantry 
division. And the nature of its training makes 
it particularly suitable for occupying and 
organising, as: an advance guard, the 
designated base for the expeditionary force 
as a whole. : 


A RESPECTABLE LITTLE 
ARMY i 
Next, there could be organised the very 
considerable proportion of National Guard 
troops, recruited in the Eastern States—New 
York, Pennsylvania, etc. These could be got 
together quickly enough and forwarded to 
France. Even now, they are at least as full 
trained as many of the British units aenaed. 
It stands to reason, 
regular troops as were near to hand would be 
forwarded simultaneously—always, of course, 
keeping an eye on expansion requirements. 
Altogether, then, it would seem possible to 
forward a quite respectable ‘‘Contemptible 
Little Army'—and that within quite a short 
time. Even if it is true—as advocates of 
American ron-intervention say—that only 400 
tanks are available, what of it? 400 tanks 
are nearly the equipment ofa ‘‘Panzer Division” 
and, if backed by four or five other Divisions, it 
certainly cannot be ignored. In fact, a force 
of this kind could divert quite a considerable 
amount of pressure. 
It is a matter of occunying a suitable 
“position in readiness.’’ But’ this position 
should be taken up on a long view—not when 
compelled, thereto, by enemy action. An 
American Army in Brittany would ipso facto 
find itself where no Allied Army has been in 
this war, so far—outside the wheeling wing 
of the Germans, like Gallieri in 1914. and once 
an assured bridgehead was secured in Western 
rance there is no reason why subsequent 
American expansion could not take place 
there as well as elsewhere.

GERMANS CLAIM LE 
HAVRE AND 
MONTMEDY 


The hard-pressed Armies of France 
steeled themselves to-night, the ninth day 
of Herr Hitler’s Blitzkrieg into the heart 
of the Republic, and fought on against tho 
invaders without their capital. 

The dark fate of a German occupation 
had befallen Paris, beautiful and glitter- 
ing in the summer sunshine. Herr Hitler 
was able proudly to announce to the world 
that his grey-clad soldiers were tramping 
its boulevards. 

A German High Command announce- 
ment boasted the ‘‘ complete collapse “ of 
the Weygand Line, but France’s Armies 
are still intact, their courage undaunted, 
eagerly awaiting revenge for this day's 
defeat. 

The spokesman in Berlin also claimed 
that German troops had occupied Le 
Havre. 

On the Champagne front German at- 
vanced elements are directed towards 
Romilly, on the Seine; below Paris, some 
70 miles south-east of the capital, and 
St. Dizier, which is on the Marne, 39 
miles south-east of Chalons. 

The French withdrawal from Paris 
brings the Allied line from the Channel 
to the Seine at points, through Paris, aud 
along the Marne to the. Maginot Line.

THE HEART OF PARIS.—A busy scene in the Place de l’Opera, the heart of the beautiful French capital, 
yesterday has been in German hands. This picture (which, with the one beneath, was included in '' P.C,’s ” exhibition in Dublin) shows the 
| world-famous Opera House. 
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The fact (deplored by many) that we speak 
English is in this case an asset, for at least 
it brings the immense American, British and 
Dominion markets within the range of 
possjbility. 

Naturally the cost of production of films in 
the countries I am discussing must he de- 
termined by the limited nature of their 
markets, which, in turn, is determined 
by their small populations. Comment- 
ing on this factor, H. Forsythe Hardy, 
film critic to The Scotsman, in some articles 
on the “Cinema in Scandinavia,”’ in Sight 
and Sound, the British Film _ Institute’s 


Pindispensable quarterly review, writes :— 


“Under modern conditions of film trade, 
therefore, the market for a Scandinavian film 
is exceedingly limited. There is exchange 
to some extent between the three countries 
and a few films reach Finland; but, for the 
most part, the producer must get his return 
from the cinemas of his own country. In 
Sweden the maximum cost of a film cannot 
be more than about £10,000, and in Denmark 
about £7,500. On this basis a small working 
profit can be made; but. if these figures are 
exceeded loss is inevitable.’’ This, of course, 
cramps the ambitious producer and makes 


Italy, Switzerland, Yugoslavia, Czecho- 
Slovakia and Estonia, etc. ‘‘ As only the 
best of the American films are imported, 
film-going is not made tedious with the dross 
of the Hollywood movie. Only the most 
successful films from other production centres 
are also brought into the country, so that 
regular film-going can be maintained at a 
high level.” If it be asked why cannot we, 
too, import Continental films, the answer is 
that in the past some cinema-owners did 
show some first-class Continental films and 
found that they were not appreciated as they 
should—judging by the box-office returns, 
the only standard that appeals to the business 
instinct which dominates the cinema-owner, 
as, indeed, all business men. 

May I pav a tribute, in passing, to Mr. 
J. Hanlon, Irish International Film Agency, 
for his enterprise in importing French, 
Belgian, Spanish, and German films, and to 
the Film Society for their efforts to educate 

ublic taste in Dublin in appreciating foreign 

lms. However, we are so much dominated

M.{, Much-of the newly-ploughed land is going’ 


into marrow stem kale this season, and it is 
worth mentioning ‘some of the advantages of 
this crop. It needs no singling, and can be 
transplanted without risk. of ‘‘ bolting ”’ 
either over a whole field or into gaps in 
swede, sugar-beet, and mangold crops. When 
the land is quite clean, kale can safely be 
broadcast, thus saving labour. It can be 
fed to cattle, sheep, and- (before the stems 
are woody) to pigs. 1t is especially valuable 
in counteracting anaemia in housed pigs. 
When grown in suitable soil, kale produces 
more food per acre than swedes, and is more 
resistant to frost.. Even in such a winter as 
the ‘ast, thousand head kale remained in 
the field unharmed, and marrow stem kale 
resisted the. frost. better than swedes. Both 
‘kale and swedes have long periods of feeding 
—e.g., kale, August to January or February; 
swedes, November to May. Swedes in clamp 
are available at a very difficult time—namely,

HIGH pruporuoh of meal is not 
essential: to successful pork or bacon 
: production. In’ fact, many have found 
that, a greater use of fresh foods, such as 
roots aud greens, adds to the health and 
fecundity ot the herd, . | 
Mangels and swede. are a useful supple- 
ment to & réduced meal’ allowance. ‘Lhey 
should be sliced or “fingéred,”’ and may be 
succesfully fed raw, Pigs should be intro- 
duced to them gradually, and allowed to 
take them in increasing amounts as ‘they 
become accustomed to them. “They may ‘be 
mixed with the meal allowance or fed 


-| separately afterwatds.: Successful results have 
Beet’ crops; both’ 


been obtained with ‘sugar 
fresh (if fed; with care) and ensiled. . Pigs 
can probably cope with such bulky. foods 
more successful: it they are given them in 
‘three feeds per day.

Potatoes 


Boiled or steamed tatoes, as is well 
known, are a most valuable food for pigs, 
about 41b. being able to replace 1!b. of meal.

In view of the prevailing = “gs of 
feeding-stuffs, poultry-keepers should make 
effort to conserve supplies and to utilise 
to the best advantage the food available. As 
well as the’ actual wastage caused through 
careless feeding methods, there is, on many 
farms, considerable indirect wastage in the 
retention of birds that do not lay eggs in 
sufficient quantity to pay for the f they 
consume. ‘The maintenance of stock of poor 
roductive quality, or of old and unhealthy 
Ben is responsible for decreased profits. 


Care in Feeding 


‘he more general use of free range methods 
of poultry-keeping would result not only in 
appreciable saving in feeding-stuffs, but would 
also have a beneficial effect on the health 
of the birds. 

Economy in poultry-feeding does not neces- 
sarily mean liquidating the ‘birds with the 
large appetites. They may well produce more 
eggs per cwt. of meal than the smaller eaters, 
and this is the consideration that matters— 
the production of eggs in relation to the “-“d 
consumed. A little extra care in filling dry 
mash hoppers will avoid much unnecessary 


brim, even if,it does mean an extra visit or 
two during the week. 


Wet Mash 


On free range there is a great deal to be 
said for the use of wet mash instead of dry. 
Dry mash hoppers, unless well designed and 
carefully placed, attract wild birds and 
vermin, and high winds may. blow away a 
good deal of food. Farmers who have changed 
from dry to wet mash report ‘savings of 10 
per cent. to 20 per cent. in the amounts of 


food used. Moreover, wet mash is believed 
by many poultry-keepers to be better for the 
health of the stock; certainly it ‘does not 
encourage them to cluster at the hopper and 
neclect the surrounding grassfand. 

Good ss is an asset to any poultry 
farmer, but, unless kept short by grazing ur 
cutting, it soon becomes coarse and useless. 
If the first meal of the day is kept down to 
not more than 4 oz. of grain per bird, they 
will soon clear it up and turn their beneficial 
attention to the grass.

THE WOODCOCK SEASON. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—Mr. Thomas L. Cobbe may be a good 
woodcock shot, but he missed Senator 
Robinson with both barrels in his letter pub- 
lished in your issue of the 12th inst. 

To begin with, Senator Robinson is a 
Shooting man, aud, further, I fancy, the 
representations which the Senator referred to 
as having been made to the Minister for! 
Justice were made, not by him in any per- 
sonal capacity, but on behalf. of. the. Irish 
Game Protection Association, which, 1 am 
sure, even Mr. Cobbe will admit is con- 
cerned with the protection of woodcock, 

I should like to question, however, Mr. 
Cobbe’s large and entirely unwarranted 


| assumption that only people who shoot wood- 


cock are concerned with their preservation. 
He might as well tell “us that only soldiers 
are concerned with the preservation of human 
life, a proposition to which doctors and 
others could not possibly assent. A good deal 
of painstaking observation of the habits of 
woodcock in Ireland has been made by. many 
naturalists, who are far more competent to 
speak on the subject than the average man 
with the gun, and, while I do not know what 
Mr. Cobbe’s qualifications on the subject. may 
be, 1 always dislike statistics which must be 
purely guesswork, and-the dismissal of an 
opponent’s statements as ‘‘sheer rubbish ’ 
without any attempt at substantiation is 
unconvincing. . ead 

Ussher, in his “ Birds of Ireland” (1900), 
states that woodcock were then breeding in 
increasing numbers, and that in some wooded 
districts, such as Wexford, Queen’s County 
and Fermanagh, the birds observed in 
summer were thought :to be more numerous 
than those met in winter. He states that 
the birds are double-brooded, and that the 
first laying is in March or April, young birds 
having been repeatedly seen the first week in 
April. 

un the ‘‘ Hand-book to the Dublin District,” 
prepared for the meeting of the British Asso. 
ciation in 1908, Mr. Richard M. Barrington 
tells us: ‘‘ The woodcock now breeds in every 
Irish county, and commences to pair in Feb- 
ruary. The close season should, therefore, 
be altered from March 1st to February 10th.’ 

Both the foregoing are recognised 
authorities, and there are many others to 
whom I am unable to refer at the moment. 
I should think it exceptional, but not im- 
possible, to find young birds in February, 
and Senator Robinson certainly has the 
support of the late Mr. Barrington in his 
contention age nm close season should be 
extended into February. 

I should add that 1 have. shot woodcock 
myself, and hope to do so _s but do not, 
on that account, claim to be any authority

THE APPLE CROP 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Even in the midst of desolation and 
destruction (iod sends bountiful harvests, and 
although our minds may be obsessed with 
visions of ‘‘ Fifth Column” activities, and 
such, we must live, and to live we must 
grow crops and produce food, There is an 
old saying in the country that it is unlucky 
to allow the good food that the Almighty has 
provided to go to waste. This year there is 
every prospective of a bumper crop of apples, 
and unless, something is done, and done 
quickly, h .of this crop will, as last sea- 
son, be wasted. 

ais subject has been so much discussed 
already. that I do not propose to elaborate it 
too fully. There are, however, a few cardinal 
points ‘which will, I think, meet with general 
acceptance. These are :—(a) that as the grow- 
ing of apples is with most farmers a side 
line, he will have done his end of the job 
when he has grown good apples, and that 
successful marketing is beyond his time and 
capacity, and (b) that the main problem is 
the disposal of the cooking varieties (mainly 
Brambleys). : 

The Department of Agriculture has gone to 
great trouble and put the taxpayer to much 
expense in order to encourage Irish farmers to 
grow Brambleys. It is now up to the Depart- 
ment to carry the job a step further and do 
something towards finding a market for the 
apples my Be encouraged the farmer to grow. 

t is evident that storage is one of the most 
important factors in the orderly marketing 
of Irish cooking apples. The situation calls 
for either a collective (and expensive) system 
of storage, or else much more intensive pro- 
as. goo to instruct people how best to store 
and preserve apples . 

it is true there is some kind of organisa- 
tion pas to represent apple-growers, 
but, its doings seem to be as secret, as the 
transactions of the Cabinet. I have heard 
hidden rumblings of some great scheme, 
which, it is also whispered, will cost 
thousands of pounds. If there is such a 
scheme in embryo it is time it were hatched 
out and given the light of day. We farmers 
might be allowed the privilege of being scepti- 
cal of schemes originating from the same 
brain source as that which produced the dead 
and buried grain admixture plan. 

If something is not done, and done quickly, 
the farmer apple-grower should get busy. 
Otherwise he will, as last year, have to feed 
the greater proportion of his apples to his 
pigs.—Yours, etc.,

EN from every part of Scotland and 
M every profession and trade are 
fighting with the same tough spirit.

When the German advance Crove south- 
west and cut off the main Britisa Expedi- 
tionary Force in the north,’ the French 
Higher Command decided to trausfer the 
division from the south to help in defending 
the new line running from the Somme. to 
Switzerland. The division was rushed across 
France, and within a few days of leaving 
put into the line at the mouth of the Somme. 

Its task was to hold positions south of 
the river from the sea to a point east of 
Abbeville. 


TWENTY-FOUR MILES 


FRONT 


Owing to the oe need of massing 
French troops elsewhere, the division was 
obliged to hold a front 24 miles long, whereas 
normally it would only hold six miles of 
line. So extended was this line that there 
were necessatily quite considerable gaps 
between the different posts and strong 
points. 

When the division took up its position the 
Germans held some bridgeheads across the 
Somme, notably at St. Valery, at the mouth 
of the. river, and at Abbeville. Despite the 
comparative weakness of the force along the 
front, the division planned to attack the 
Abbeville bridgehead in conjunction with 
French :tanks the day after they took up 
ositions. ‘This attack was launched at 3.39 
in the morning, before daybreak, with great 
dash and determination, but, unfortunately, 
the division met the first of its series of mis- 
fortunes which dogged it to the end, 


HEAVY LOSSES 


The Germans preparing for their own 
attack on the following day had brought up 
masses of men, machine-guns, artillery and 
armoured motor cycle formations. rench 
tanks rumbled ahead into the enemy lines, 
but the German infantry laid low in the dim 
light until they had passed right through, 
ia accordance with their anti-tank ‘raining. 

The Scots battalions followed them con- 
fidently, and were suddenly met with a 
murderous fire, while the French tanxs were 
attacked by anti-tank guns in the German 
rear. Despite the storm of machine-g"n fire 
and heavy trench mortar bombardment the 
men at some pvints gained their objective, 
although suffering very heavy. losses. 


GERMANS’ FIRE POWER 


In this action the Camerons and the Sea- 
forths especially cage oram themselves 
for fearless tenacity in driving ahead. But 
the most supreme courage could not stand 
against the tremendous fire power of the 
enemy, which was later supported by intenso 
aerial low dive bombing attacks. A/though 
an almost incredible advance was made m 
‘the face of such opposition, only certain 
objectives could ke reached, and the small 
salient in front of the bridgehead was not 


wiped out.

There is no confirmation of the Berlin 
report that the United States Ambassador, 
Mr. William Bullitt, has been placéd in 
‘‘protective custody ” by the German mili- 
tary authorities. 

News from the American correspondents 
at Tours is fragmentary, their despatches 
‘being badly mangled by the Censors. A 
message to a broadcasting company here 
this morning said that the industrial 
factories in the neighbourhood of Paris 
had been dismantled and the machinery 
sent to the south. Another message said 
that the war supply factories, including 
the Renault Aeroplane Works, had been 
blown up. ll the shops in Paris are 
closed and shuttered.

made an appeal for recruits for the 
Army and the Local Security Corps. He 
realised that there were difficulties which, in 
certain circumstances, might jnvalidate our 
whole —— in regard to neutrality. It 
would be foolish, for instance, to ignore the 
fact that the presence in our six Northern 
counties of the armed forces of one of the 
belligerents unfortunately exposes the 
country, as a whole, to certain dangers. 

e border, however, will be abolished 
eventually, and to make use of it as a pretext 
for encouraging belligerent activities in this 
country during the present conflict -wiuld 
inevitably destroy the last spark of liberty 
remaining to the people of Ireland. 


THE FINAL DECISION 


The final decision, said Mr. Davin, may 
not remain with us. Others may choose to 
disregard our pacific intentions. Would any 
intelligent person suggest that, in such cir- 
cumstances, we should surrender withoug 
protest the freedom to make our own laws, 
to govern our own lives, to cultivate the 
intellectual and spiritual values treasured by 
our people? You and I are called upon in 
this crisis to do only what is the duty of 
every citizen in every land under the sun: 
to defend our country against aggression and 
invasion. We are not asked, nor will 
we be asked, to take sides in Europe’s 
quarrel, nor to send our sons or our brothers 
to traverse those ‘‘far, foreign lands from 
Dunkirk to Belgrade,” so often traversed in 
other times by the children of our race. 

To those who suggest that we cannot pre- 


sufficiently powerful, 1 would reply that we 
have many advantages, enabling us to resist 
invasion at, a trifling cost, not available to 
other countries. Fifty thousand Irishmen, 
well armed, familiar with the country and 
loyal to its institutions and its traditions, 
could repel even a mighty invader, and the 
existence of such an army would be a warn- 
ing to foreign Powers that it would not be 
worth the expense of invading us. 


THE EMERGENCY 


Surely it is not beyond our capacity, 
in an emergency of this kind, to provide 
voluntarily 50,000 armed men, or even 
100,000 men, if the military authorities 
judge that number essential. 

** As a member of the Defence Conference,’’ 
added Mr. Davin, “I am satisfied that our 
Army is efficient and loyal, and that, should 
the necessity arise, it will render a good 
account of itself. It is our duty to protect 
the people from hunger and want as well as 
from invasion and aggression. If we stand 
shoulder to shoulder and recapture the old 
faith in our prowess and the determination 
'to serve our country in its hour of need, the 
present crisis may be a blessing in disguise.’*
